A BOOK A WEER 
I AM constantly finding fault with 
myself because I have read so few 
book*-that is. that f could Just as 
well have read, and which I have 
long regretted that I have not read. 
Actually I have read hundreds where 
X might have read thousands over 
the term of my years. 
Recently I have been confined to 
my home. IU—a rare thing for me- 
but during these fews days I have 
gotten out the same work that I 
do regularly, and have read two 
books besides—In one week. Over 
800 pages of reading—ami I am a 
slow reader. When I read a book 
I do so because of the story, to get 
acquainted with the characters, and 
to learn something, for I consider 
no book worth while that does not 
entertain or enrich one in some 
way. 
It should be quite easy to read at 
least one book a week. In two years 
you will have read over IOO books! 
If you selected these books well 
you should be greatly improved th 
mind and a much improved human 
being, far more interesting to those 
About you than if you had not read 
id this manner 
With our public libraries, and good 
books so very cheap these days, there 
is no excuse for this lack of read 
int Once you get the reading habit, 
a horizon is enlarged about you and 
you appreciate and understand life 
and people in a clearer and better 
way than ever before. 
Two well read people are always 
interesting companions. They always 
learn from each other, The most 
stimulating hours I have ever known 
have been those spent with some 
lover of books. I can even recall an 
entire evening spent with a college 
president in my library—and before 
much time had gone on, we were 
both on the floor, pulling books 
from the lowest cases and talking 
about them! 
The most tragic thing about this 
cruel world war. outside the human 
suffering and needless slaughter, has 
been the destruction of books and 
art, and the precious heritage of 
the ages. Not until we come to love 
books do we realise their worth to 
the world. 
An hour a day in the early morn­ 
ing. or before retiring for the night, 
should be sufficient to complete one 
average size book a week. Try it, 
and see what a thrill you get out 
of it! Many a fine book can be 
read in two sittings
